Wews from the Chilicooten Country. 





Strange as it may appear, we are yet without 
any (ffivial intelligence from the Indian expedi- 
tion. Although messengers are said to have ar- 
rived at Alexandria yet no dispatches have reach- 
ed the Colonial Secretary. The reported death 
~of Mr. McLean is, we regret to say, substantially 
confirmed. “It appears he went out some dist- 


noitre. The Indian, hearing the click of a gun 
in the woods, warned MeLean of the. proximity 
of the enemy, and advised him to liedown. This 
he declined to do, and the next moment he was 
shot dead. The Indian overheard the enemy 
_Jaying their plans to surround and kill him, and, 
“hadstily crawling under the bushes, he succeeded 
in making good his escape to camp, where he 
gave an account of what had happened, and Me- 
Léan’s body was bronght in. 
_ Ft was understood at Alexandria that the Gov- 
ertior had reached within three days travel of 
that pluce, and had pnt back to camp at Pant- 
zeen Luke, for what reason is not known. We 
learn that 30 of Mr. Ladner’s mules left Alex- 
. andra om the 27th alt., freighted with provisions 
for the expedition; and that five fresh volunteers 
went out with the train, We believe much dis- 
satixfaction is felt amongst the men en aecvant 
of the strict disciplin« respeeting shooting Indi- 
ans indiscriminately, the general feeling being in 
favor of shooting thenr as fast as seen. Eris real- 
ly very trying to be kept 80 long without official 
x information’ 

. The following extract from a letter written 
by one of the wolunteers to a friend in this city, 
aud dated Fort Alexatidria, July 26th, may be 
interesting to our reuders ;—‘ Mr. McLean was 
shot through the heart by Indians on the 17th,) 
and one man wounded bebynging to Mr. Cox's 
party. There have been no other men killed or 
wounded by Indians. The two expeditions are 
joined. The strength of the Alexandria party is 
66, all told, -E have been sent here with a party 
of eight men to guard a provision train. to Ben- 
shee Lake. We intend to clear the Indians ont 
if possible. We believe they are on the Bute In- 
let trail, The Governor is still with the party, 
and going to fight for himself. I believe the

Really, 
in a few words one cannot say what one does 
think. The outward scenery is fine, the town 
being situated in a broad, and now, green valley 
between two ranges of monntains, sorte fifteen 
miles south of the Great Salt Lake. The town 
is admirably laid out, forming a parallelogram, 
with clear streams of water running beside the 
footpaths, and rows of young trees, acacias, etc., 
that give as the geography books say, “an 
agreeable shade,” The people are clean, tidy, 
rustic, sunburnt, and healthy, with an unmistake- 
able “ old Country” look about them for, alas, a 
very large proportion (I should think four fifths), 
are from Great Britain. Their outward moruality, 
polygamy apart, is remarkable. There are no 
saloons/no grog shops, no billiard tables, and 
only one hotel in a population of some sixteen 
thousand inhabitants. I have only seen two 
men the worse for liquor, and they were soldiers 
—*“ Gentiles.” » There are no street-walkers, and 
I am assured: by “ Gentiles” as well as Mormons, 


‘that there is not a prostitute in the place, not- 


withstanding that their religivy is the must: super- 
stitious, fanatical, and blasphemous in the whole 
world. The more one sees and hears of their 
belief, the more is one astonished at its absuard- 
ities and abominations. It combines all the most 
flagrant errors of the Mahomedans, the ancient 
gnostics, and worst of modern schismatics : and 
in this the majority remain satisfied, though not 
a few renounce “the faith,” and, leave, or re- 
maining, fill their life with regrets that they ever 
eame. My worthy friend, Brigham Young, “ the 
President” as he is called, is @ courteuus, pleas- 
ant man, very prepossessing in his manner, bat 
giving unmistakeable signs that he has a strong 
will and is not accustomed to be contradicted. I 
have the honoar of calling on him once or- twice 
and have been very politely received. On the 
first occasion he invited me to preach to his peo- 
ple on the ensuing Sanday. He rather wanted 
me to be one of the Speakers, for two or three 
generally address the congregation at the same 
meeting ; but I tuld him that if I were to preach 
I must have the entire service to myself, and he 
readily assented. The cnstom is, when they get 
a Christian and “ Gentile” to address ‘them, to 
put up their ablest speaker immediately after- 
wirds and polish him off. A Methvdist minister 
got dreadfully mauled in this way, I . believe, a 
few months ago. I said some prayer of our Lit- 
urgy, those that did not. necessitate response, 
read two chapters from the Holy Scripture, and 
preached from 2.Cor.
